Anxiety Is Felt by Certain Official That Kiscownt

LECT STANTON AND A REPUBLICAN

The drift of sentiment toward Philip A. Stanton, 
the leading Republican candidate for Governor, is 
unmistakably great.

The Constitution provides for but four districts, 
and at present three of these districts lie north of 
a line drawn from the southern boundary of San 
Francisco straight across the State. The entire 
portion of the State south of that line is contained 
in one district and has but one member to represent 
it on the Board of Equalization, while north of San 
Francisco are three districts, with three members 
of the board. 

In the one district south of San Francisco one- 


half of the population of the State lives;. it con- 


tains one-half of the area of the State and nearly

one-half of the. assessed wealth. Surely there is no 
equality nor justness in its representation. 

But in order to remedy the condition the north- 
ern end of the State must give up one of its dis- 
tricts and one of its representatives on the Board 
of Equalization, in order that the southern end 
may gain one district and one member, because the 
Constitution provides for but four. 

With the Legislature containing 64 Northern 
California members of the Assembly and 16 south- 
ern members, and the Senate 9 southern members 
and 31 northern, the Legislature camnot be looked 
to for redress unless there is a Governor from 
Southern California to urge them to undertake the 
redistricting of the State. It is not compulsory upon 
the Legislature to reform the equalization districts, 
but an enabling act has been passed and it may be 
done if the Legislature is forced to it. 

Does any one believe that a Northern California 
Governor would lead the Legislature to do any such 
thing? Philip A. Stanton has promised that if 
elected-te will see that justice is done. 

Last year the Board of Equalization raised the 
taxes of fourteen of the counties in the Fourth dis- 
trict, some of them 10 per cent., and one of them 
as high as 100 per cent. Los Angeles county got a 
raise of 40 per cent. 

A statement from the Auditor of Santa Bar- 
bara is to the effect that the county pays $21,095.98 
more by reason of the raise in the assessments in 
that county by the State Board of Equalization 
than it would have done had the raise not been 
made. 


In Ventura county, where the raise was 100 per 
cent., the Auditor is authority for the statement 
that $39,752.54 was taken out of the pockets of the 
taxpayers for no purpose whatever except that the 
Northern California members of the State Board 
of Equalization wished to get even with Southern 
California for some reason or other. 
Orange county was mulcted to the extent of more 
than $20,000, while Riverside county paid $17,520.63 
more than it should. 

And the rise took upwards of sixty thousand dol- 
lars out of Los Angeles county, 

When the State is redistricted the lines as formed 
will stand for another ten years to come, or until 
after another Federal census is taken. The people 


of Southern California have no more important 


matter before them than to see that a man from 
Southern California is in the Governor's chair when 
the redistricting of the State is undertaken by the 
Legislature next winter.

VALLEY GROWERS PREPARE FOR 
FUMIGATION. 


— 


Seventy Thousand Yards of Mate- 
rial Is Being Made Up into Tents 
for Use in Treating the Citrus Trees 
to Eradicate the Scale Pests—Light 
for Park. 


POMONA, Aug. 10.—The Growers’ 
Fumigation and Supply Company, or- 
ganized to place at the service of the 
citrus fruit growers of the San An- 
tonio Exchange district the most effi- 
cient methods of fumigation, which had 
been refused them by general fumt- 
gating contractors, at a conference last 
tall, is preparing for the season's work. 
Seventy thousand yards of an im- 
proved and tightly woven canvas, 
which the United States Department 
of Agriculture experts say will save 
26 per cent. of the cyanide and acid 
necessary for complete killing of scale, 
through reduced leakage of gas, is 
being sewed into tents, for use by the 
company. 

It is the purpose of the organization, 
now romprising in its membership 
owners of nearly 5000 acres of citrus 
groves, by means of accurate and ef- 
ficient fumigation to endeavor to erad- 
lente the scale as much as possibic 
from this district. Since the purpose 
ot the corporation ts purely cod pera- 
tive, the matter of the purchase of fer- 
tilizers and tover-crop seed will later 
be considered. It is thought, through 
joint action by the members, a consid- 
erable saving can be effected in the 
purchase of these items, that enter as 
important factors in the cost of pro- 
ducing citrus fruits. 24
